New Tort Sun. 


The Times, having found that dwellings 


capable of accomxnoda1&ag about fifty thou- 
sand people, or ten thousand families, arenotw 
in process of construction to New York, 
think4that the rapidity with which such 
new buildings arc going up should dissipate 
the fcars of those who have predicted the d«y 
when the Jcity would be "wholly given ovpr 
to tho population of tenement houses." The 
sort of dwellings now going op, it says, will 
be multiplied so that there will be no reason 
why Manhattan island should not reach; a 
population ot five millions without over- 
crowding. 
'• . 


But these new structures, which admit ol 


the housing of great numbers of families iu 
a small space, are really tenement houses, 
though because they are more or less superior 
to the old and ordinary class of tenements in 
the elegance of their appointments they ore 
called French flats, or apartment houses. !K 
they continue to be built during the next 
quarter of a century as rapidly as they have 
boon going up for ten year* past, undoubtedly 
accommodations for a vastly increased popu- 
latiou will be here, and New York will be the 
second capital in size in the world at the be- 
ginning of the next century,<and soon put 
even London in the abode. 


Even, if the tendency to' apartment building 


received a check, there is unoccupied land 
enough within the corporate limits of New 
York, which extend far up the North river to 
tho borders of Yonkors, to house five millions 
of people in the old way; that is, in tenement 
houses and in dwellings for single families. 
But lot the apartment bouses, capable of ac- 
commodating a great tmmber of people to the 
square acre, continue to be built at tho pres- 
ent rate, and New York will have space 
enough to house afar larger population thpn 
five millions, when it comes. 
; 


Tn tho first place, as The Times shows, be- 


low Forty-second street, in the crowded part 
of tho city, old dwellings, accommodating 
single families, are giving place to gr«at 
apartment houses, in which many families 
may live in comfort, elevators making even 
the topmost stories of eight and ten story 
houses'not less desirable than those nearer 
the ground, evan'if they are not more desira- 
ble. In that way the space to the lower part 
of the city, calling what is below Central 
park lower, will gradually be so utilized a^to 
provide accommodations for a population 
several times greater than that now housed 
within that district. It looks as if the whole' 
of this older part of the town would eventu-! 
ally be covered with business buildings <md' 
tenement houses, Including French flats un- 
der that name. Nor is the tendency to build 
apartment houses less striking iu the upper' 
part of the city, which is now a region dis^ 
tinguished by numerous great structures of 
that sort, whose commanding height makes 
them almost as observable at a distance 
[ as 


watch to were.

According to The Times' recapitulation, the 


new dwellings in process of construction will; 
accommoeate 10,174 families, or 50,870 petf-; 
pie, und of these the tenement houses, strictly] 
so called, will provide for 3,647 families, ihev 
flat houses for 5,700 families, and the private 
dwellings for only 800 families. It will ib& 
seen, therefore, that New York is very stead-: 
ily becoming like Paris, a city of apartmenfij 
houses; and that single houses are destined! to 
bo occupied only by the rich, unless on the 
outskirts, is very manifest. 


The rapidity wiih which these opartmsnt 


houses are now going up is creating a sap- 
ply which already begins to a have decided ef- 
fect upon the price of flats. The extravagant) 
rents paid for such quarters during late years 
cannot long be obtained. Even now they- 
are coming down, and landlords are seeking 
for good tenants and inviting them in with 
reduced rents—landlords who not long ago 
found their apartments in so groat demand 
that they could charge what they liked, for 
they had lists of applicants awaiting a chance 
to get in. Such property was some of the

hg its owners that 


they must soon be sa\ 
jo with moderate in- 


terest cm their investment 
When that day 


comes, and it is fast approaching, the rent of 
apartments will be low enough to be within 
the means of people of small incomes, and 
New York will be likely to attract more pop- 
ulation than ever. 


When the owners of apartment houses are 


compelled to take on their investment five or 
six per cent, net—that is, taxes and repairs 
paid—instead of double that income, it will 
be a happy day for New York.

Said he: "Bacing never was so 


popular in this country as now. There are 
2,000 trained race horses this season. Last 
week we had simultaneous racing at five 
points in the country, and plenty of good 
torses to go around. Mr. Lorillard has more 
torses than ever before, but great horsos 
cqmo apparently by luck, and he does not 
show out this season as well as in other years. 
The DTvyers buy their'horses instead of breed- 
ing them. They liave been successful, but fas- 
tidious men like the pleasure of breeding 
their own animals. The race track ofc$heeps- 
head bay, which cost about If400,000, pays 80. 
per cent., and W. K. Vanderbilt is one o£ the 
owners. 
Saratoga will have fine racing, al- 


though on account of n difference with the 
associations hereabout as to the number of 
days and the times to be allowed Saratoga, 
some of the leading stables will not go there 
this season." As to jockeys Mr. Conner said: 
:Hughes makes the most money. He. re- 
eeivos $4,000 a year and is paid for his 
mounts besides, the extra sum given being to 
general $10 to ride, win or lose, and $25 to 
win."

A Convict Whipped to Death by 


Colored Guards. 


The Murderers Punned and Shot by a 


Hob-Political 
and 
Industrial- 


Uotes—What the World 


is Doing. 


LITTLE BOOK, July 24.— News from 


Arkansas City last night gives details of the 
riot in Dosha county Saodiy; which your 
correspondent synopsizei as follows: $|wo 
Folandera twmed Werner run a convict 
camp near Bed Fork, a small town 
in 


Deiha county. They are well-known as 
hard masters. Last week a machinist 
named Sharp, from Shawneetown, 111., 
stayed over night and got breakfast at a 
widow woman's house, and had no money 
to 
pay 
for 
bis 
accommoda- 


tions. 
He 
was 
arrested 
by 
a 


colored 
constable 
for obtaining the 


same under false pretenses, was examined 
before a magistrate and fined, the fine and 
costs amounting to $21. Without being 
deliverei to the sheriff-at all be was turned 
over to the Werner convict Camp. They 
ordered him to plow a field and no said he 
had never done that kind of work and did 
not know how. He was then whipped by 
the guards, three colored men. The next 
day ho was ordered to boo cotton. He told 
them bo couldn't, having been so badly 
whipped. Once more the guards whipped 
him, and this time he died. 
The last. 


whipping was 
on 
Saturday. 
As 


soon aa this 
news 
got 
out among 


the -white people the greatest excitement 
prevailed, and they determined to lynch 
the Werners, guards and all. Deputy 
Sheriff Bymim and ex-Sheriff By an, both of 
Wateon, being opposed to lynching, went 
to the camp and arrested Albert Werner 
and the three guards, getting ahead of the 
mob of lynchers. They cut across the coun- 
try to the Arkansas river, and boarded 
the steamer 
Ida Darragn, getting 
on 


Just as the crowd came up. 
A dozen 


guns were leveled at Werner and emptied, 
and be fell upon the 
stage 
plank badly 


wounded. Deputy Sheriff Bynum cot be- 
twetn him and the crowd and the boat 
backed out. As she was turning around 
one of the negroes he had arrested snatched 
the revolver from Bynum's bolster. Bynnm 
grouped bis arm, tripped and threw him 
o\erboard, and when he came up the crowd 
on shore shot him 'to pieces, a Uo/en 
bullets at least penetrating his head. The 
boat got oft without further trouble, the 
prisoners being transferred' to another 
boat and reaching Arkansas City. The mob 
supposed they had been taken to Helena, 
or it is believed they would have gone to 
Arkansas City night before lost and finished 
their work.

vails there, and further trouble is ex- 
pected.

There- are 
perhaps other forms of receiver that can be 
adopted in place of the other one, but so 
long as this decision is unreversed the Bell 
Telephone company can not legally

ments. There is. however, a chance that 
appeals trill be taken from the decision,' 
sixty days being allowed the parties in^ 
terestedto bring the matter before the 
Boaid of Chief Examiners or the secretary 
of the Interior. The Blake transmitter is 
also continued in the Bell company.

EIGHT MEN BURIED ALIVE. 


A Furnace Fads in and Crushes the Work- 


men to Death—The Manager Accused 


of Negligence and His Life 


Threatened. 


SYRACUSE, N. T., July 24.—At 8 35 p. 


m. yesterday a terrible accident occurred at 
the Onondag* Iron company's blast fur- 
nace, about half a mile west of Gcddes. 
For several weeks the furnace has been 
unused, haying been out of repair. Joseph 
Dawson with a gang of men has been en 
gaged for seveial days in removing the 
inner, or fire bricks, o£ the arch, leaving 
only the intercourse standing. The lire- 
man considered the intercourse entirely 
secure. Without the slightest warning the 
arch caved, burying workmen beneath in 
tbe mass of bricks and mortar and soot and 
ashes. An alarm was given and workmen 
at the mill set to work with a will to remove 
the 
victims. 
In 
less than an hour 


eight 
bodies 'wore taken 
from 
the 


rnlna. There was a scene of wild excite- 
ment about the mill. 
Several hundred 


people were at the scene. Sons, daughters 
and wives wept frantically 
as the dead 


bodies were remo\ed from the ruins. II 
was fully five minutes 
before the dust 


cleared away nufBciently so tbat the debris 
could be viewed. The force of the falliuc 
bricks was so great that they were force<J 
out ot openings in the furnace and crowded 
several feet into the space about it. The 
furnace is 10 feet in. diameter and GO feet 
high. The men bad taken out and were 
relayingblick on the lower paitoE the iron 
cage. A small scaffold 
was apioss the 


furnace at a height of eight leet from the 
ground. Mr. Gears, manager of the com- 
pany, says that it wa> known tbat the liuing 
of the upper part was in a dangerous condi- 
tion, aud that he warned the nun before 
they went in. 


The fellow-workmen of the dead men say 


that it was not known that the lining was in 
a dangerous state. At any rate, withoul 
•warning the lining of the upper part gave 
way, and sixty tons weight of brick fell up- 
on the men. The sound of the fulling mass 
was muffled by tbe iron walls, and then 
was no crash. Patrick Cannon, an cm 
ployc, was the first who heard the crash 
He stood only a few feet distant; he was 
nearly blinded by the dust. Mr, Cannon 
rushed around to tbe front of the building, 
and gave tbe alarm.

Tbe Indian Medicine Man in Custody of 


the Sheriff One Hour. 


In the county court before Judge 


Greer, on yesterday afternoon, Dr. S. J. 
Bnmstead filed an information against 
Dr. James I. Lighthall, the Indian medi- 
cine man, who has been holding forth 
before big crowds tor over a week, charg- 
ing bun with practicing medicine on July 
21st without having a certificate ot li- 
cense, such as is issued to regular practi- 
tioners by the State Board ot Health.— 
The papers, together with the names ot 
several witnesses (Dr. J. H. Kauch, secre- 
tary ot the state board of liealth, Doctor 
Bumstead, J. J. H. Young, jr., Mr. and 
Mrs. Samuel Tibbets and Cain Adorns 
being- among the number) having been 
filed, a warrant was issued for the arrest 
of the Indian doctor, and he was taken in 
custody by Sheriff Foster. The officer 
and prisoner got into a carriage, and after 
an absence of an hour, the doctor was 
released, having furnished bail in the 
sum ot $500, with M. P. Murphy asjsnrety, 
for his appearance for trial at the October 
term of the county court. In case of con- 
viction on the charge ot practicing medi- 
cine without license, Lighthall will be 
fined not less than $50, or more than 
8500, or may be imprisoned at the discre- 
tion of the court The fact ot the doctor's 
arrest hod become known to many peo- 
ple, and for a time it was thought he 
would not lecture; but when the time 
came he was on hand, and the usual big 
crowd was out to hear him. He paid his 
respects to his "jealous persecutors," and 
sold his preparations rapidly, dropping 
the shining dollars in his grip. He will 
remain in the city a few days longer and 
make the most ot the excitement caused 
by his arrest.
